Floods 


Meteorological sources in 
Sad India say this season's 

southwest monsoon has 
been “good”, having brought ample 
rainfall to agricultural areas that 
depend on its four months of nor- 
mally-drenching rains. However, lack 
of modern flood contro! has once 
again left thousands of people 
flooded from their homes. Hundreds 
have drowned inthis summer's inun- 
dations, and vast tracts of rich farm- 
land have been washed away by 
overflowing rivers. 

Floods in the midwestern U. S. 
forced more than 1,000 people from 
their homes and closed several 
stretches of highway. The National 
Weather Service reported that fish 
were seenswimming insome streets 
of Chicago flooded by downpours. 


Tropical Storms 

High winds, floods and 

mudslides from typhoon 

Zola killed three people as 
itlashed the southern half of Japan. 
The storm arrived atthe beginning of 
*“O-bon,” the Festival of the Dead, 
when families gatherto pay respects 
to their ancestors. Officials were 
forced to close several stretches of 
highways because of flooding, which 
caused the worst traffic snarl in 
Japanese history. 

Typhoon Yancy killed 11 people 
as it raked Taiwan with 90-mile-per- 
hour winds. Later, the storm killed 
120 on the Chinese mainland where 
heavy crop losses were reported, 

Hurricane Julio and tropical storm 
Kenna moved harmlessly over the 
eastern Pacific. 


Roo Trophies 

A businessman in 

Townsville, on Australia’s 

northeast coast, plans to 
Start stuffing 2,000 to 3,000 kanga- 
roo heads per yearto sellas trophies 
to overseas tourists. John Kreuger 
thinks there's a booming market for 
the heads, which he will sell for about 
$40 each. He has been Stuffing 
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them for sale around Townsville for 
26 years, and a few were marketed 
in other areas before protests by 
animal activists halted the practice. 
“Now the greenies are more preoc- 
cupied with the forests, the green- 
house effect and what have you, so 
I figure it'll be OK,” Kreuger said. 
Rich Humphries, national coordina- 
tor for Greenpeace Australia, said 
he was “disgusted” by Kreuger’s 
plans.

Tropical Storms 
, Heavy rains from Typhoon 
Becky triggered a landslide 
that killed 12 students as it 


swept through a dormitory in the 


aged northern Philippine 
town of SantaFe.

Terrifying Twisters 

A swarm of tornadoes 
sa ripped through northern 

Illinois, killing at least 26 
people and destroying an apartment 
complex, aschool, and 90 homes. “I 
went outside and looked. It doesn’t 
look like our town yore, eeas 
teenaged football player after the 
storm passed. It was the deadliest 
twister in North America since May 
25, 1987 when 29 people died in 
Saragosa, Texas. 


Monsoon 

Monsoon rains claimed 50 

more lives in western India, 

and unleashed further flood- 
ing from Nepalto Bangladesh. Land- 
slides and erosion from surging riv- 
ers destroyed tens of thousands of 
homes. The southwest monsoon 
over the Indian subcontinent isn't 
likely to end until late September. 


Drought: 
For a second consecutive 
year, seasonal rains have 
failed to arrive in most of 
Ethiopia. Upto 4.6 million people are 
faced with another round of famine. 
A nationwide drought plaguing 
Nicaragua has caused extensive

Turtle Hospital 

Asmall hotel in the Florida 
[ay Keys has been turned into 

a makeshift laboratory to 
help discover why mysterious tu- 
mors are killing green turtles around 
the world. Fibropapilloma, a non- 
cancerous disorder, causes tumors 
to grow so dramatically that they can 
be fatal. The head and fins become 
very distorted, and then the turtles 
can no longer feed. Tina Brown and 
her boyfriend Richie Moretti, who 
ownthe Hidden Harbor Hotelin Mara- 
thon, begancaring forthe sickturtles 
in the resort's tidal pool five years 
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ago. Recent funding from local envi- 


ronmentalists has allowed them to 
bring in marine biologists, and to 
become the first research center in 
the world to investigate how the dis- 
ease is transmitted. Some scientists 
believe itis a naturally occurring dis- 
ease that is contracted after the 
turtles' immune systems have been 
weakened by swimming in polluted 
waters. 


Earthquakes 


Two moderate tremors 
ES jolted Jamaica, and seis- 

mic experts fear that these 
might be a precursor to a bigger 
shock. Mona Campus, seismic 
spokeswoman for the University of 
the West Indies, said the frequency 
was similar to that ofa series of small 
tremorswhich preceded the destruc- 
tive 1907 Jamaica earthquake. Earth 
movements were also felt in Cuba, 
northern coastal Chile, Italy's north- 
ern Adriatic coast, andthe San Fran- 
cisco Bay Area.

Lorikeet Lushes 


Tropical birds near Bund- 
aberg, Australia, are get- 
ting drunk on a roadside 


brew of fermented raw sugar, then 
staggering to their deaths in traffic. 
Dew settles on the roads overnight, 
dissolving sugar spilled off passing 
trucks from alocal sugar mill. The lo- 
rikeets become intoxicated on the 
brew that results from fermentation 
in the hot sun. The potted parrots 
then wander into the path of passing 
Cars and trucks. “All we could see 
was this squashed mass of green, 
with more birds still eating the sugar 
on the side of the road,” said Rollyn 
Leslie after she and her husband 
found more than a dozen crushed 
parrots. Queensland National Parks 
and Wildlife Service area manager 
Mike Harris said there was little that 
could be done to stop the birds and 
urged drivers to be more careful.
